On Saturday, February 9, coun- 
cillors, with the Architect, Mr. R.

It is understood from the ex- 
perts that there are faults in the 
outside construction but even to 
the laymen the inside feature 
walls are anything but a “fea- 
ture.’ ” 


The feature walls are built of 
a special soft brick of a very 
regular shape—every brick to be 
the same size. Household bricks 
are irregular in size. Unfortun- 
ately the builder, instead of 
rejecting the chipped bricks, 
had accepted them, from the sup- 
pliers and used them in building 
the feature walls, 


On inspecting the wall it 
Seems that the edge of every 
Second brick is chipped—that 
gives the walls a very uneven 
appearance. 


In council's opinion the archi- 
tect should have more thoroughly 
Supervised the building to make 
sure his instructions were being 
carried out.

TO THE CITIZENS OF ALTONA 


driver at the Altona Brown Coal | 


Colliery for about six years, 
Starting there about 1912. At 
that time there were only three 
houses at Altona; Luscome’s, 
Rayner’s and Spriggs’. 


The railway went up to the? 


mine, which was about a miled 


from the present railway station, 
The Altona compahy owned the 
railway until it was taken over 
by the Victorian Railways later 
on. 


The mine consisted of a Bab- 
cock boiler, a first-motion wind- 
ing engine, a pumping engine, 
and an electric light engine. The 
shaft was about 300 feet deep, 
and there was very little water, 
which was near the surface, but 
was allowed to go to the bottom 
of the shaft to circulate the air. 
This was the only ventilation they 
had. : 


There were only three’ men 
working below; two miners and 
a trucker, They had no mar- 
ket for the coal, and were send. 
ing a few trucks: away to dif- 
ferent firms for testing. It was 
good as a fertiliser, When the 
railway trucks were swept out 
there was some wheat in the 
trucks, and it went under the 
screens where the’ coal dust ac. 
cumulated, After it rained, the 
wheat started to grow, so the 
engineer sent some dust away 
to be tested, which showed it 
to be nearly as good as blood 
manure, f 


I have used Morwell brown 
coal, and in my opinion it is not 


as good.as Altona, because Mor- 


well coal is an open cut and when 
it {s exposed to the air it 
crumbles away and releases the 
occluded gas, 


‘The coal seam was 76 -feet 
thick at the mine, while further 
down towards Laverton it is 150 
thick. We used to clean the flue 
at the base of the chimney and 
get a parrow of sulphur out of 
it. ; 

I lived at Newport and used to 
bike to the mine. 
year (about 1916), Port Phillip 
Bay covered all the land to the 
Geelong line. I had to walk along 
the railway line until opposite 
the mine on high ground; and 
then the water was only two 
feet ftom the shaft, 

The mine closed down shortly 


after the first world war ended. |

SWEET SUMMER 
DRESSINGS 


PREPARED BY MARY BLAKE, 
HOME ECONOMIST. 


Fruit salad and ice cream are 
two very popular summer desserts 
and this week I am suggesting 
three unusual new sauces, which 
though simple, provide new 
flavour interest, . 


«Why not try a sauce with your 
fruit salad? My suggestion 
creamy fruit dessing which 
rich and delicious, and can 
sake even a simple fruit salad 
a party piece, 






You should get one cup of 
pineapple juice from a tin of 
pineapple pieces or rings, and 
then you can chop the pineapple 
into the salad, or decorate each 
individual serve, 


When adding apple or banana 
to fresh or canned fruit salad, 
try sprinkling the pieces with 
Jemon juice; this will prevent 
them turning brown, 


The orange butter sauce is one 
which is useful in both summer 
and winter. It is equally delicious 
on ice cream, steamed pudding, or 

~ waffles, and with the vitamin 
content in the orange juice, is 
quite nutritious, 


There are several recipes for 
caramel sauce, ibut this one is my 
favourite. It can literally be pre- 
pared in three minutes, and is 
ideal to dress up plain ice cream 
in a hurry, 


CREAMY FRUIT DRESSING 


(Makes about 14 cups) 
3 tablespoons melted butter 
3 tablespoons flour 


2 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

1 cup pineapple juice 

4 cup undiluted evaporated milk, 
‘ chilled 

3. tablespoons iemon Juice 


Combine tbutter, flour, sugar 
and salt in saucepan over low 
heat or in double boiler over hot 
water. Blend until smooth. 
Gradually add pineapple juice, 
stirring constantly until thickened 
( six to 20 minutes), Cool. 


Whip evaporated milk until 
stiff (about one minute). Add 
lemon juice and whip very stiff 
(about two minutes longer). 
Slowly add cooled pineapple mix- 
ture and continue beating until 
blended. Serve on fruit salad. 


* ORANGE BUTTER SAUCE 
1 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons cornffour 
1 teaspoon salt 
i cup water 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 can : frozen orange concentrate 


Combine sugar, cornflour, and 
salt. Stir in water and butter. 
Cook, stirring constantly until 
mixture thickens and comes to the 
boil, Remove from héat, stir in 
undiluted concentrate. Serve over 
ice cream or.steamed pudding or 
waffles.
